Many witness- 
es were sworn but the most important 
was Dennis Flynn,.a neighbor of the 
family, who testified.that he bad heard 
Mrs. Schprbartn say to her husband five 
minutes before he shot her: 
"You 


: 
if you are going to kill me, 


do it quick." 
Scherbarth swore on the 


stand that after he had shot his wife he 
went to where she lay and raised her in 
his arms and that before she lost con- 
sciousness she said, "Be good to the 
children." The bullet from the 38 cali- 
bre revolver struck her squarely between 
the eyes and Dr. Bentley who was call- 
ed as an expert witness declared on the 
stand that with a bullet lodged in the 
brain as in this case it would have been 
impossible for the woman to 
have 


spoken. No witnesses of the act were 
found. Besides'the revolver, a..half- 
pint bottle of alcohol, and other matters 
which figure in the case, there is a mini- 
ature map of the scene in relief, showing 
every detail of the place where the 
murder Was committed.
